II. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Arthur, Walker, and U.S. Application 
2002/0015066 to Siwinski et al. ("Siwinski") 

Claims 18, 19, 27, and 28 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Arthur in view of Walker, and further in view of Siwinski. Since claims 1 8, 
19, 27, and 28 depend upon claim 1 1 or 20, and since Siwinski does not cure the deficient 
teachings of Arthur and Walker with respect to claims 1 1 and 20, Applicant submits that claims 
18, 19, 27, and 28 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependency.
